COMMUNITY PROFILE 
DURAND PLANNING NE{GHBOURHOOD 


INTRODUCTION 


Tne purpose of this profile is to provide a general socio- 
economic description of the geographical area defined by the Durand 
planning neighbourhood located in the Gowntown core of the City of 
Hamilton. The borders of this 274 acre area are: Main Street West 
to the north; the Escarpment to the south; James Street South to 
the east; and Queen Street South to the west (refer to neighbour- 


hood location map on the following page - Figure 1). 


The report contains information and data concerning a 


variety of neighbourhood characteristics including: 


a) a brief history of the neighbourhood: 

b) trends in population and population composition; 
c) physical land-use characteristics; 

a) an overview of the housing situation; 

e) the composition of families; 

£) significant socio-economic indicators; 

g) a listing of local comimunity services; and, 


h) the utilization of human services. 


Where possible, statistical information for the Durand 
neighbourhood has been compared to data available for the City of 


Hamilton (averages). 


At the conclusion of the profile, a brief summary of high- 


lights of the socio-economic data of the neighbourhood is presented.

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2. DEFINITIONS 


The following has been drawn from information supplied by 
Statistics Canada regarding the proper 'definitions' for certain 


data contained in this report: 
Age: 


Refers to age at last birthday (as of the Census reference 
date, 3 June 1981). 


Mother Tongue: 

The first language learned in childhood and still under- 
stood by an individual. 

Religion: 


Refers to specific religious groups or bodies, denomina- 
tions, sects cults or religious communities. 

Labour Force Activity : 

The labour market activity of the population 15 years of 
age and over, excluding inmates, who, in the week prior to 
enumeration (3 June 1981) were emoloyed, unemployed or not 


in the labour force. 
Employ ed: 
Includes those persons wno, during the week prior to enum- 
eration: 
a) did amy work at all: or 


i) were absent from their jobs or businesses 
because of own temporary illness or disability, 
vacation, labour dispute at their place of work, 
or absent for other reasons. 


Unemployment Rate: 


Refers to the percentage the unemployed force forms of the 


total labour force (in the reference week) in an area, group 
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or category. The unemployed includes those persons who, 
during the week prior to enumeration: 
a) were without work, had actively looked for work 


in the past four weeks and were available for 
work: or 


b) had been on lay-off for 26 weeks or less and ex- 
pected to return to their job; or 


c) had definite arrangements to start a new job in 
four weeks or less. 


Participation Rate: 


Refers to the percentage the total labour force (in the 
reference week) forms cf the total population 15 years of 
age and over, excluding inmates, in an area, group or 
category . 

Less Than Grade 9 Education: 

Refers to the percentage of the population 15 years of age 
and over with less than any secondary education (includes 
Kindergarten to Grade 8 and those with no schooling). 
Occupied Private Dwelling: 


A private dwelling in which 4 person or group of persons 


is permanently residing. 
Private Household: 


A person or group of persons (other than foreign residents) 
who occupy a private dwelling and do not have a usual place 
of residence elsewhere in Canada. The number of private 


households equals the number of occupied private dwellings. 
Gross Rent: 


The total average monthly payments paid by tenant household 
to secure shelter. Gross rent includes payments for elec- 
tricity, 011, gas, coal, wood or other fuels, water and 


other municipal services and monthly cash rent. 
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Value of Dwelling: 


The amount expected by the owner if the dwelling were to 
be sold. 


Census Family: 


Consists of a husband and a wife (with or without children 
who have never married, regardless of age) or a lone- 
parent, regardless of marital status, with one or more 
children (who have never married, regardless of age) liv- 


ing in the same dwelling. 

Husband-Wife Family: 

Consists of a husband and a wife (with or without children) 
or persons who live in common-law (with or without child- 
ren). 

Lone-Parent Family : 


Consist of a parent, regardless of marital status (with no 
spouse present) with one or more children living in the 


same dwelling. 

Total Income: 

The sum of amounts received curing 1980 by an income recip- 
ient (15 years of age and over) from all sources. 

Average Income: 


The average family /houschold income refers to the weighted 
mean total income of families/households in 1980. (Family/ 
household total income refers to the sum of the total in- 
comes of the members of the family or household, 15 years 


of age and over). 
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Average Employment Income: 


The weighted mean total employment income per unit of a par- 
ticular group. (Employment income refers to the total in- 

come received by persons 15 years of age and over during 1980 
as wages and salaries, net income from non-farm self-employ- 


ment and/or net farm income). 

Average Census Family Income: 

Refer to definition of 'Average Income'. 
Average Private Household Income: 

Refer to definition of 'Average Income’. 
Economic Family; 


A group of two or more persons who live in the same dwell- 
ing and are related to each other by blood, marriage or 
adoption. Persons living common-law are considered, for 


Census purposes, aS now married. 
Incidence of Low Income; 


The incidence of low income is the percentage cf family 
units below the low income cut-off points. On tne basis 
of the total income of a family unit adjusted for federal 
Child Tax Credit, size of family limit and size of the 
area of residence, the position of each unattached indivi- 
dual and economic family is determined in relation to low 
income cut-offs based on the 1978 Family Expenditure Survey 


and updated by changes in the Consumer Price Index.

HISTORY 


The following brief history cf the Durand neighbourhood 
has been extracted directly from the Planning and Development 
Department of Hamilton-Wentworth's Durand Neighbourhood: Back- 
ground Information Report, May 1985. 


The Durand Neighbourhocd and much of downtown Hamilton 
owes a great deal to the speculative dealings of the 
Neighbourhcod's namesake, James Durand. Durand first 
came to Canada in 1802 on behalf of London merchants to 
settle some outstanding accounts in the area. Durand 
was one of several early settlers whc saw the economic 
potential of the area and after acquiring a manufactur- 
ing interest, decided to settle in the area and began 

to acquire land in Lot 14, Concession 3, Barton Township. 
He soon prospered and history credits him with havang 
run the town's first general store, first distillery and 
for being the first Captain of the Militia for the area. 
He also became Gore District's first member of the House 
Of Assembly with the hasty departure of ‘Yankee sympa- 
thizer' Abraham Markle. Durand however, soon left the 
area as his criticism of the conduct of the War of 1812 
had made it ‘too dangerous for a man to open his mouth'. 


Durand scld his land to George Hamilton and moved to the 
Trent River area but maintained close ties with Hamilton 
and another prominent Hamiltonian, Nathanial Hughson. 
Together, this alliance schemed to have the area chosen 
as the county seat. Hamilton and Hughson offered to 
grant a portion of their lands to the government as the 
Site of the courthouse and jail. At the same time, they 
divided their lands and sold off the lots knowing that 
their remaining land would increase in value should the 
government agree to their proposal. The probability of 
this occurring was further enhanced by Durand's efforts 
in the Assembly and Legislative Council. 


Such were the beginnings of Hamilton's downtown area. 
Construction activity in Hamilton in the mid-1800s created 
a distinct social geography. While rich and poor lived 
close to each other, elevation and drainage considerations 
influenced the relationship between class and place of re- 
Sidence. The area that is the Durand Neighbourhood today, 
contained most of the City's major estates as the City's 
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prosperous merchants and manufacturers built their nomes 
here. In his history of Hamitton, John Weaver notes that 
the City was ‘redeemed from a total want of stylish adorn- 
ment by a few splendid stone structures' such as Sandyford 
Place. These residences are considered one of Canada's 
best examples of Terrace housing. The Neighbournood is 
also the home of some of the most magnificent churches in 
the City. This was made possible by the patronage of the 
wealthy, elite families of the Neighbourhood. 


Hamilton in the Industrial age, embraced the trend towards 
income and ethnic segregation. When the TH&B railway line 
was being extended east of James Street, it was necessary 

to shield the elite residential area of Durand by construct- 
ing a tunnel through the 'hogsback'. In 1913, the residents 
of Duke, Markland, Forest, James and Bay Streets strongly 
advocated the use of restrictive zoning to maintain the char- 
acter of their Neighbourhood, 


Durand Neighbourhood continues to enjoy the reputation of 
being one of the City's most sought after and well-protected 
residential areas since its beginnings. 


4. POPULATION 


4.1 Past Trends 


The population of the Durand neighbourhood has fluctuated 


over the past three decades as Table 1] indicates. 


During the past three decades (1951-1981), the population 
of the Durand area has increased by 2,239 people (or 26.5 per- 
cent). The population increased fairly steadily until 1976 
(a peak year) and has remained relatively constant since then. 
The population did decline between 1956 and 1961 by almost 10 


percent.

Between 1977 and 1982, the neighbourhood population de- 
clined by 134 persons (or 1.2 percent). Furthermore, it is 
estimated that the neighbourhood will contain 10,700 people 
by the year 2001 - a small decrease over the 1982 population. 
Durand has the largest population of all neighbourhoods and 
represents 3.5 percent of the total City population. The area 
has likely reached its ‘maturity’ level in terms of population 


growth. 


Population Composition: 


4.3.1 Age and Sex Composition 
The Durand population can be broken down by age and 


sex into five year groups as Table 3 presents. 


The statistics in Table 3 are pictorally represented 


as a population pyramid in Figure 2.

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One of the most striking features of Table 3 and 
Figure 2 is the difference in the ratio of males 
and females. There are 1,892 more females than 
males in the neighbourhood - a difference of 31.2 
percent. Females compose 59.3 percent of the 
Durand population compared to only 40.7 percent 
for the male population. (Comparative figures 
for the City of Hamilton are 51.8 percent for fe- 


males and 48.2 percent for males). 


4.3.2 Structural Composition 


The neighbourhood's proportion of young people, 
working people and senior citizens is compared to

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It can be clearly seen from Figure 2 and Table 4 
that Durand has a significantly lower proportion 

of young people (4.7 percent) than the City average 
(20.5 percent). While the percentage of those of 
'working' age in the neighbourhood (63.1 percent) 
is slightly lower than the City average, the per- 
centage of seniors (32.2 percent) is Z.5 times as 
high as the City average of 12.2 percent. Durand 
contains the largest senior population of all City 


neighbourhoods. 


Tne main features of the Durand population are: 
a) a very small proportion of young people under 
16 years: 6b) a significantly large proportion 
of 20-29 year olds; c) a great number of people 
over 49 years of age; d) a larger than average 
proportion of females in the total population; 
and, e) an absence of those people 40-49 years 


of age. 


Marital Status 


The marital status of tne Durand population in- 
dicates that the neighbourhood has a lower pro- 
portion of single (34.4 percent) and married 
people (42.0 percent) than the City but a much 
higher proportion of widowed (17.5 percent) and 
divorced people (6.1 percent). As Table 5 indi- 
cates, Durand has double the City proportion of 
divorced people and almost three times the per- 
centage of widowed people (reflective of an 


older or 'mature' population such as Durand).

ETHNIC ORIGIN (1981) 


Percent 
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Compared to the City average, tne Durand neighbour- 
hood is characterized by a low ethnic proportion of 
people of Balkan, Portuguese and particularly Ital- 
ian descent. While Italians form 10.7 percent of 
the City population, they only form 2.7 percent of 
the Durand population. 


Durand contains a hich proportion of people of 
Jewish and British origin. Almost 63 percent of 
the Durand population reported their origins as 
British compared to only 52 percent for the City. 
Durand, with over half its population of British 
origin, does not contain as diverse an ethnic mix 


as the City. 


5. PHYSICAL LAND-USE 


5.1 Property Land-Use and Assessment Value: 


A breakdown of the land-use by number of acres and total 
assessed property value for tne Durand neighbourhood is pre- 


sented in Table 8. 


The data clearly illustrates the importance and size of 
the ‘Residential Individual' land-use classification in the 
neighbourhood, This designation, which in part includes land 
for single-family detached units and apartments, accounts for 
over 75 percent of the total recorded acreage and over 90 per- 
cent of the real local assessed doilar value of the neighbour- 


hood. 


Much smaller portions of land and assessed value are con- 


tained within the 'Institutional' and 'Office' designations.

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5.2 Zoning 

The general zoning patterns in the Durand neighdoourhood 
are diverse. As you move from Main Street West (on the north) 
to the Escarpment (on the south), you find a progression from 
institutional uses ('HI' - Civic Centre Protected District) 
to high density and multiple dwellings residential use ('E.3' 
- High Density Multiple Dwellings and 'DE.3' - Multiple 
Dwellings) to single-family residential use ('C' - Residential 
Single-Family ). 

The attached zoning map of Durand and Table 9 illustrate 
the type and location of the various zoning designations in 
the neighbourhood.

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The percentage of people who rent their housing in 
Durand is extremely high as Table 10 indicates. Twice the 
proportion of people in Durand rent (87.4 percent) their 
housing compared to the City average of 43.6 percent. Con- 
sequently, few people own their own dwellings in Durand 
(12.6 percent). 


This situation, of a high proportion of renters and a 
low proportion of owners, is not difficult to understand in 
view of the fact that 88.6 percent of the occupied dwellings 
are apartments in Durand (most of which are available to 
renters). With few single-attached, single-detached and 
duplex units available (and a limited number of condomin- 
iums), the number of owners of dwellings could be expected 
to be small, While over half of the occupied dwellings in 
the City are single-detached, only 6.6 percent are single- 
detached in the neighbourhood. 


The average value of dwellings in Durand ($75,909) is 
$21,357 (or 39 percent) higher than the City average. 
Average monthly rents in the neighbourhood are about the 
same as for the City, however, owners' monthly payments 
($437) are almost $100 higher than the City average (re- 
flecting the higher average value of dwellings). 


Subsidized Housing: 


Durand hosts the largest number of government assisted 
housing units in the City of Hamilton, ‘The 1,447 units in 
the neighbourhood represent 15.6 percent of the total assisted 
City stock! As Table 11 indicates, the vast majority of the 
assisted units are concentrated in four Ontario Housing 
Corporation apartment complexes for senior citizens. ‘The 
four buildings contain 1,416 (or 97.9 percent) of the assist- 


ed units in Durand.

Over one-third of 
the assisted inventory in the City for senior citizens is 


located in Durand.

The table indicates that the neighbourhood contains about 
the same mix of lone-parent to husband-wife families as the 
City with a slightly smaller proportion of lone-parent famil- 
ies, The average number of persons and children per family, 
however, is significantly lower in Durand than in the rest 
of the City. ‘The low number of children per family is con- 
sistent with the small proportion of young people in the 


neighbourhood (as presented in Table 4 previously). 
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8. SOC{O-ECONOMIC INDICATORS 


8.1 Labour Force: 


As Table 13 indicates, the unemployment rate for males 
in the neighbourhood was higher than the City average in 
1981 while the unemployment rate for females was signifi- 


cantly below the City average.

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The participation rates in the labour force for both 


males and females in Durand are below City averages. The 


unemployment rate for young females (4.3 percent) is well 


below the City average of 12.4 percent. 


The participation 


rate for males (69.1 percent) is well below the City average. 


8.2 Income: 


8.2.1 Average and Low-income Distribution 


As the data in Table 14 illustrates, the average 
incomes of the residents of Durand are higher than 


the City averages in all cases.

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The average total incomes and employment incomes 
of residents of Durand are almost one-fifth (1/5) 
higher than City averages. Similarly, the average 
total family income of $30,124 is 19.5 percent 
higher than the City average. 


The percentage of families who are 'poor' (low- 
income) in the neighbourhood (14.9 percent) is 
Slightly lower than the City average, however, 
the proportion of single poor individuals (44.1 


percent) is slightly higher than average. 


Private Household Incomes 


Despite the fact that average family employment 
and total incomes of Durand residents are higher 
than City averages, the average private household 
income in the neighbourhood ($18,864) is almost 

1$ percent lower than the City average as Table 15 
indicates. (Private household income is the total 
of all incomes of people 15 years of age or over 


in a single dwelling or unit). 


The table shows that over two-thirds of the pri- 
vate households in the neighbourhood have incomes 
of less than $20,000 compared to only half of the 
City households. Conversely, approximately 30 
percent of the Durand private households have in- 
comes of more than $20,000 compared to over 50 


rcent of City residents. 


The proportion of private households in Durand 
with incomes of less than $10,000 is almost double 


the City average.

Fewer people 15 years of age and over are attending 
school full-time in Durand compared to the City 
average. However, the percentage of the out-of- 
school population with less than Grade 9 education 
(19.4 percent) is slightly lower than average. 
Twice as many people in Durand have university de- 
grees compared to the average. The general popula- 


tion of Durand is well educated. 


8.3.2 School Enrolment 


The Durand neighbourhood contains only one school 
within its boundaries - Central Public School. 


Table 17 shows the enrolment figures for the school 


since 1972.

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As the table clearly indicates, the enrolment for 
Centrai Public School has declined over the years. 
Between 1972 and 1983, the school's population de- 
creased by almost 70 percent (to 86 students). 

The population dropped by over 20 percent between 
1972-73, 1976-77 and 1980-81. During 1978-1985, 
however, the school enrolment stabilized, In 1984 
and 1985, the population actually increased by 29 
percent over the 1983 population. The small school 
enrolment is reflective of the small youth population 


of Durand (as seen in Figure 2 previously). 


S.4 Mobility Status;

The ‘Population 5 Years and Over' figures in the table 
represent the population which has resided in the area for 
the past five years or more. This population nas been 
further sub-divided into 'non-movers' (persons who on Census 
Day, June 3, 1981, were living in the same dwelling they oc- 
cupied for five years earlier) and 'movers' (persons who, on 
Census Day, were living in a different dwelling than the one 


occupied five years earlier). 


The table indicates that a larger proportion of Durand 
residents are 'movers' (60.1 percent) than the City average 
and a smaller proportion are non-movers (39.9 percent). 
Such a pattern generally indicates a mobile population who 
do not stay in the same dwelling for long periods of time. 
In fact, 22.6 percent of the Durand residents had lived in 
their dwelling for less than one year in 1981, compared to 


only 15.9 percent in the City as a whole. 


Occupations: 


Table 19 presents a description by sex of the occupa- 
tions of Durand residents. It indicates a high, but fairly 
even, distribution of males in managerial/administrative, 
technological/social/religious/artistic, sales anda machining/ 
product occupations. A large number of females have health/ 
medicine, clerical and service occupations, A significant 
proportion of females (35.4 percent) have clerical and re- 


lated occupations. 
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8.6 Industry Divisions: 


Tadle 20 classifies the occupations of Durand residents 


according to the industrial division they fall within.

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Durand residents appear to utilize the social services 


listed above to about the same extent aS City averages, 
except for agencies which provide service to the elderly. 

A significant number of Durand residents utilize the ser- 
vices of Mcals-on-Wheels, the Victorian Order of Nurses and 
Visiting Homemakers and their use of these programs is much 
higher 3 to 5 times higher than City averages! All three 
agencies cater to seniors so it is not Surprising that 
Durand, with a high proportion of senior citizens and senior 


subsidized housing units, utilizes these services extensively. 


The utilization of Family Services (6.04 per 1,000 pop- 
ulation) is higher than average in Durand. 
10.2 Government Assistance: 


The number of people per 1,000 population receiving 
General Welfare Assistance and Family Benefits Allowance in 
Durand is only slightly higher than City averages as Table 
22 illustrates.

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11. PROFILE HIGHLIGHTS 


The following is a general summary of the significant 
trends or patterns which have been presented in tnis profile of 
the Durand planning neighbourhood. 


The Durand neighbourhood is a community where: 
the population increased between 1951 and 1976 by 29 
percent and has since stabilized at about 10,800 people; 
59 percent of the population is female; 


32 percent of the population is over 64 years (compared 
to 12 percent in the City) and only 5 percent of the 
population is under 16 years of age (compared to 20 per- 
cent in the City); 


34 percent of the population is single; 
27 percent of the population is Catholic: 


63 percent have British origins (compared to 52 percent 
for the City); 


76 percent of the land is for residential individual 

use; 

° 87 percent of the occupied dwellings are rented (com- 
pared to 44 percent in the City): 

° 71 percent of the occupied dwellings are apartments 
(over 5 storeys) compared to only 24 percent in the 
City ; 

° the average value of dwellings ($75,909) is 39 percent 
above the City average; 

° 34 percent of all senior citizen subsidized housing units 


(1,420 units) in the City exist in Durand; 
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labour force participation rates are lower than City 
averages ; 


average family incomes are 20 percent above the City 
average ; 


16 percent of the population 15 years and over has a 
university degree; 


mobility among the population is higher tnan average; 


35 percent of the female population in the labour 


force have clerical and related occupations; 


41 percent of the labour force is employed by commun- 


ity, business and personal service industries; and
